Last Thursday night’s Planning Commission 
meeting focused chiefly on two items, according to 
Ann McIntosh, Director of Development Services for 
the city of Sierra Madre. 

The commission granted a variance for a front 
yard setback, allowing owners to build a house there. 
They also directed the applicants to go before the 
Tree Commission to determine appropriate measures 
regarding two trees on the property. Construction 
would most affect two particular trees, which may 
need to be removed. The applicants were directed to 
obtain the Tree Commission’s ruling on that issue.

“We’re on bedrock here. We’re much more secure 
here than down below. We don’t shake and break.” 

Moran said about the house foundation, “It needs 
to be redone. It’s made of post and piers. I haven’t 
talked to a soils engineer, but I think it’s less of a 
problem because it is decomposed granite, which is 
a great base. It’s not just fill. It’s probably why the 
house has lasted so long.”

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My rabbit has crusts in his ears and has flaky bald 
patches on his back. My friend told me that he 
might have mites. How would 1 know? 

Rabbits can get eat mites that lead to crust 
formation, redness and itchiness. Diagnosis is 
made easily by examining the crusted material 
microscopically by your veterinarian. Treatment 
usually includes a topical ear mite medication 
and/or an injection. Rabbits can also develop a 
type of mange caused by the fur mite Chevletiella. 
Clinical signs include scaly dandruff and hair loss 
usually on their backs. They ate usually very itchy. 
Treatment usually includes medicated shampoos, 
dips, and/or injections. Rabbits can also get fleas 
especially if housed outdoors. Flea products that 
ate safe for cats are generally safe for rabbits too. It 
is a good idea to check with your veterinarian first 
before using any flea products on your rabbit.

Saigon and Shakespeare

Miss Saigon, the long 
awaited, wildly dramatic 
musical by Alain Boubil 
and Claude-Michel 
Schonberg, has finally 
come to the newly re¬ 
modeled Ahmanson 
Theater in L.A.’s Music 
Center. 

The story is an old 
one. Chris, a U.S. Marine 
disgusted with his duty 
in Vietnam, finds peace 
and solace in the arms of 
Kim, an innocent-faced 
young girl whom he res¬ 
cues from the life of 
prostitution to which 
hunger has driven her. 
Their love is genuine and 
they dream together of 
life in the States. The

neon and grimly writh¬

There 
are ingenious lighting 
effects and stage trick¬ 
ery. 

Perhaps what dulls 
this reviewer’s enjoy¬ 
ment of the color and 
music is the bitter air of 
uneasiness that hangs 
over the story. It has 
nothing to do with the 
expertise of the produc¬ 
tion, but rather with the 
affluent audience watch¬ 
ing with detached inter¬ 
est the plight of mixed- 
race children and de¬ 
meaned and desperate 
women, a plight which 
still goes on. There is an 
almost voyeuristic slant. 

Les Miserables, this 
team’s former produc¬ 
tion, spoke of fear, 
poverty and cruelty, 
too, but from the safe 


distance of some 180 
years of history. Miss 
Saigon speaks of an 
ugly and present reality, 
of lives distorted by 
greed while tourists 
point and take pictures 
It’s definitely disquiet¬ 
ing. 

A minimalist pro¬ 
duction at the Globe 
Theater in Hollywood 
is for those who like 
their theater pure. Two 
talented actors recreate 
the Elizabethan and 
Jacobean theatrical 
world in Dammit, 
Shakespeare!, a very 
funny and occasionally 
thoughtful presentation 
of the ambivalent 
relationship between 
author and actors. Hung 
from the tenuous thread 
of William 

Shakespeare’s career is 
a continuous argument 
between the Bard and 
his principal actor, 
Richard Burbage. The 
language is often 
bluntly contemporary 
although it often slips 
over into appropriate

As the program states, 
some of the events you 
see are true, some are 
not, but all of it is 
stimulating and highly 
entertaining.

Ken Clement plays 
Shakespeare and Seth 
Panitch (who also 
wrote the script) plays 
Burbage and both slip 
into an occasional other 
character with the shift 
of a hat or a cape. It’s 
not only a lot of fun but 
an eloquent statement 
of the problem of Just 
who is the creator, actor 
or writer?

He studied 
viticulture, and what is today this Center he built of 
adobe for a winery. 

The wine he produced—Monte Vina Wine 
(Mountain Wine)—was of such fine quality that he 
received orders from many parts of the country. Hart 
was also a talented musiciap. He had been a concert 
violinist in his native Ohio but an injury brought an 
end to his career. To augment his income here he 
taught violin and piano at home and in studios in 
Pasadena and Los Angeles. One of his famous pu¬ 
pils was Alice Coleman Batchelder, for whom 
Pa.sadena’s Coleman Chamber Music Association is 
named. 

In 1918, Hart sold the property to the city for a 
park and purchased a home at the comer of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Park. He died in 1932 at age 90. 

Known for many years as the Park House, this 
former winery was restored with dedication ceremo¬ 
nies on Feb. 24, 1980. During this restoration a glass 
opening was placed in a wall of the lounge room so 
that the original adobe material of the winery can be 
seen. i-

In last week’s issue, we reported that Assembly- 
man Dick Mountjoy, an Arcadia resident and key 
Republican in the lower house, was removed from 
the state Assembly. Enforced by Assembly Demo¬ 
crats and in particular, Willie Brown, this surprising 
move denied the GOP a vote it needed for control and 
ensured Brown the Speakership. 

In a recent interview, Mountjoy, now preparing to 
move into his newly elected Senate spot, told his 
version of the events of Monday night, Jan. 23. 

Although he had recently been voted into the Sen¬ 
ate, Mountjoy “elected to stay in the Assembly to see 
the Speakership fight through,” he explained, add¬ 
ing that by Jan. 26, his Senate spot would have 
closed, had this series of events not taken place. 

“Shared power” was discussed, in terms of em¬ 
ploying two speakers, but Willie Brown “believed in 
a dictatorship,” according to Mountjoy, adding that 
the Democratic party actually wanted “no deal.” 

Bernie Richter, a Republican from Chico, was 
slated to become elected as Speaker, but Mountjoy 
felt that the rules that went with this election “gave 
Brown all the power.” Almost everyone who arrived 
at the Assembly chambers on Monday expected that 
Richter would become Speaker. 

At 2 p.m. that afternoon, Mountjoy called the 
Republicans together, feeling that the Democrats 
were not sincere in their idea of power sharing. 

Mountjoy wanted to “go to the floor to change the 
course of action,” including no more negotiations 
with Willie Brown. 

Future plans for the Assembly included setting up

a system to hire committees to obtain the 41 -vote lead 
that they needed. Mountjoy said that he would have 
given up his Senate seat for the time being to make 
sure procedures in the As^mbly were running 
smoothly, with “Republicans in a positive mode.” 

Acting in an honorable manner, Richter decided 
to back away from the Speakership early on, 
Mountjoy said. 

At approximately 6:30 p.m., rumors were begin¬ 
ning to circulate that Brown wanted to expel 
Mountjoy from the State Legislature. When 
Mountjoy confronted him. Brown stated, “I wouldn’t 
tell you in advance what I’m going to do!” 

At this point, casually dressed in a sweater and 
slacks, Mountjoy decided to change his attire to a 
more formal coat and tie. “It wouldn’t be right to 
come to a lynching without a coat and tie,” he ex¬ 
plained to the press in attendance. 

At this point. Brown reportedly decided to “take 
Mountjoy out.” After the floor session opened. As¬ 
semblyman Byron Sher, a Democrat from Palo Alto, 
began proceedings to try to oust Mountjoy. He re¬ 
calls that the Democratic speeches were “not well 
organized or thought out,”and the session became 
one of bitter debate. 

Richter announced publicly that he would not 
accept the election as speaker, claiming “no Repub¬ 
lican support.” 

Brown went back to caucus for about four hours, 
and then came back out at 1 a.m. He and other Demo¬ 
crats on the Assembly, including Louis Caldera of 
L.A., insisted that Mountjoy could not legally sit in 
the Assembly since he had been elected to the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Mountjoy said, “Brown was bloody by this time,” 
and called the entire debacle a total violation of house 
rules and an outrage. “I think he (Brown) left him¬ 
self badly damaged in the eyes of the people,” he 
added, predicting that Brown might hold on to the 
Speakership for about two months. 

After the especially raucous session, Mountjoy 
said to Paul Horcher from Diamond Bar, “You’ve 
fallen into bad company,” referring to the Republi¬ 
can Horcher’s sudden change to independent status 
in December, along with a vote for Willie Brown. 

Horcher’s reply was, “At least I sleep at night.” 
As the subject of a massive recall effort, Horcher is 
viewed as someone who “violated the wishes of his 
constituents,” says MountjoyT 

In conclusion, Mountjoy had this to say: “It’s a 
distinct honor to be the first person to be expelled 
from the State Legislature since 1903.1 don’t know 
what the other guy did (back then), but all I did was 
vote against Willie Brown.”

Come hungry; leave happy. That’s what they 
guarantee at Angel’s Diner. General Manager 
Michael Armstrong says, “We really work hard to 
give friendly, efficient service. The servers are al¬ 
lowed to do anything except chew gum or eat off 
your plate.” He and his assistant managers try, and 
generally succeed, to get to each table for a quick chat 
and check on customer satisfaction. 

Angel’s in a 50’s-60’s style diner complete with 
jukeboxes in most booths and at the counter. The first 
songs I heard that brought back memories were 
“Charlie Brown” and “Yakety Yak.” Today they are 
a bargain at 25 cents a play but I remember when they 
were a nickel, or six for a quarter. (Oh, my.) 

The breakfast menu starts at $1.95 for cereal or 
oatmeal and goes up to $8.95 for a 10 oz. Kansas City 
Ribeye Steak and 3 eggs. They also offer weekday 
specials and an “All you can eat” breakfast served 7 
days a week. 

The lunch and dinner items include a variety of 
soups, salads, sandwiches, pasta and Blue Plate Spe¬ 
cials. The top price is $11.95foraFull RackofBBQ 
Baby Back Ribs served with soup or salad, potato, 
vegetable and all you can eat fresh-baked dinner 
rolls. 

I asked Michael what their most popular items 
were and he answered without hesitation — "the tur¬ 
key dishes.” That’s probably because they fresh roast 
and hand carve the turkey breasts daily and they of¬ 
fer a lot. “Even our potatoes are fresh. No powdered 
stuff for us.” 

I guess all desserts are sinful for most of us but 
“Angel’s are especially so because they are huge. 
However, you don’t have to say no. They recom¬ 
mend sharing if you are trying to cut back. If they 
happen to forget to show you dessert tray after lunch 
or supper, your party will get one free dessert. (I’d 
go for a piece of triple layer cake.) 

- Before you leave, be sure to browse through the 
retail area.
